Rumors are cur- 
rent here today that there is a partial 
crisis in the Prussian Cabinet, result- 
ing from a meeting of the Ministers yes- 
terday, at which the Education Bill was 
discussed, The sudden return to Berlin 
of Herr Rauchhaupt, the leading Con- 
servative, is believed to be connected 
with the impending resignations of Dr. 
Herrfurth, Minister of the Interior, and 
Count Von Zedlitz, Minister of Ecclesi- 
astical Affairs. Another Cabinet meet- 
ing is being held today. 

The Kreuz Zeitung publishes a report 
that Chancellor. Caprivi has resigned. 
It has received no confirmation, how- 
ever. The North German Gazette con- 
firms the report that Von Zedlitz in- 
tends to resi 

Loxpon, March 18.—The Standard’s 
Berlin correspondent says that as a nat- 
ural and logical result of the resigna- 
tion of Zedlitz the Chancellor also has 
tendered his resignation, but the Em- 
peror’s decision will probably not be 
known for some days to come. 

March 18.—The Cologne 
Gazette says that itis reported among 
members of the Prussian Diet that the 
Emperor, at yesterday's meeting of the 
Cabinet, stated that he did not wish the 
Primary Education Bill paseet exclu- 
sively by a clerical majority.

It now appears certain that 
Count von Zedlitz resigned his office at 
the termination of the Cabinet council 
on Thursday, prompted by the Em- 
peror’s statement that he did not wish 
the Primary Education Bill passed by a 
one-sided majority. It is stated that 
Herr Rauchaupt, leader of the Con- 
servatives in the lower house of the 
Prussian Diet, now declines to accept 
certain clauses in the Primary Educa- 
cation Bill, although the main body of 
the Conservatives is pledged to support 
the measure. The result of this action 
is to create a deadlock. The Ministers 
today tried to convince the Chancellor 
that he need not identify himself with 
Count von Zedlitz. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The Post pub- 
lishes the following from its Berlin cor- 
respondent: 

The Emperor sent Dr. Lucanus yesterday 
afternoon to induce Count von Zedlitz to 
reconsider. Itis believed Zedlitz declined 
to withdraw his resignation. Chancellor 
von Caprivi’s intention to resign is becom. 
ing more decided. He has represented to 
the Emperor that he mustidentify himself 
with Zedlitz, whose views he personally 
shared. In the event of the Chancellor re- 
signing it will be difficult to anticipate his 
successor or the possible com bination for a 
new ministry. Dr. Miquel, Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, is calmly awaiting events. 

The Telegraph’s Berlin correspondent 
says: 

the Emperor would not have left Berlin 
if Caprivi had really resigned. There is 
no foundation for the presumption that 
Prince Bismarck is likely to be consulted, 

The Berlin correspendent of the 
Times sends a column dispatch on the 
crisis, but makes no mention of the res- 
ignation of Caprivi. The correspon- 
dent says: 

No decision anent Zedlitz will be taken 
tilltme Emperor returns. His sudden de- 
parture, coupled with the secrecy ofthe 
proceedings in the council, has filled the 
air witb political rumors. Caprivi vainly 
tried to dissuade Zedlitz from resigning, as 
this result will probably greatly embarrass 
the government.

Through Republican legislation a sugar 
bounty has been offered American 
farmers and manufacturers who will 
take the risk and trouble connected 
with making a beginning with a new 
product demanding heavy expenditures 
at the outset.

A printer in the employ Af the Ex- 
press—one of the malcontents engaged 
in the hopeless task of trying to injure 
Tae Times through the boycott—walked 
into a mercantile establishment the 
other day, when the following colloquy 
took place: 

Printer. Well, old man, I’m sorry 
I can’t patronize you. I’d like to buy 
some of your goods, but the union has

Manager. Well, old man, if that’s 
the case, I suppose we can’t trade, 
But, besidesadvertising in Taz Times, 
I have been advertising in the Express, 
too. I have been helping to pay wages 
to you fellows who are trying to injure 
my trade and have imposed a fine for 
dealing with me. But I’ll see that you 
don’t get any more of my money. It’s 
a poor rule that don’t work both ways. 
So long! 

And the last stage of that boycotter 
was worse than the first. Nobody 
squeals more quickly 'than the boycot- 


point of the. merchant above quoted it 
does seem like a hard strain of Chris- 
tian fortitude to ask him to keep on 
paying money to sustain a lot of con- 
spirators, leagued together with the 
avowed purpose of injuring his trade. 
A man who receives a blow in the face 
may, under severe self-discipline, turn 
the other cheek just once. But to 
present his unguarded face for a con- 
tinual succession of slaps is more even 
than the scriptures demand. 

The working of this thing is as ‘‘plain 
as way to parish church.’’ Suppose 
that Merchant A has a large capital 
invested in his business, is enterprising 
inhis methods, believes-in advertising 
and wants to patronize every daily 
newspaperin the city. He knows noth- 
ing about the quarrels among printers 
and does not care to be mixed up in 
them. They are strictly none of his 
affairs. He advertises liberally all 
along the line, and, at the end 
of the month, pays the bills of all 
three of the papers. A newspaper 
which we will call the Ox-cart receives 
$150 say, and, as it happens to be pay- 
day, this money is immediately turned 
over to ten compositors for labor per- 
formed. .

A shall be fined $10. More than that, 
they actually spend a part of this money 
which so recently left the merchant’s 
safe in publishing a scurrilous handbill 
denouncing Merchant A as an enemy 
of iabor, unworthy of public con- 
fidence and urging everybody to 
keep away from his store. These 
handbills they tuck under their arms 
and proceed to distribute them about 
town, meanwhile using their most elo- 
quent arguments and their limited in- 
fluence personally to direct trade from 
Merchatt A. - | 
Having thus effervesced, so to speak, 
and blown off their surplus energy, 
they go to work again in the Ox-cart 
and set up, among other things, a new 
advertisement of Merchant A, who, un-

At the end 
of the next month he pays $150 more 
to the Ox-cart, which enables the ten 
printers to get out a fresh lot cf de- 
nunciatory literature and to make more 
personal appeals to their friends ‘not 
to patronize the arch-traitor, Merchant 
And so the travesty goes on.

Head Works and Head Workers, 

Before voting to submit a $500,000 
bond proposition to the electors, the 
Council will consider the effect of the 
city’s erecting a system of head works 
with no ‘‘tail works’’ to supplement it.

A MUGWUMP’S COMPLAINT 


He Could Not Stand Speeches 
with Headline Sauce. 


‘Amusing Scene Between Bay State 


Members of the House, 


Williams and Walker Telling Their 
Little Political Secrets. 


A Speech that was Not Delivered Appears 
in the Recotd with “Fixin’s” that 
Hart a Congressman’s Sen- 
sitive Soul.

Wasutnoton, March 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] ‘Hot shot for mug- 
wumps! '?Hoar and Williams shown 
up!’ ‘“‘Williams’ report on silver coinage 
riddled!’’ These were some of the 
words that Mr. Williams of Massachu- 
setts objected to in the House today and 
asked to have stricken from the record, 
as a part of a speech of Mr. Walker 
of Massachusetts, which has not 
delivered by that gentle- 
man inthe House. Mr. Williams char- 
acterized the language as ungentle- 
manly,‘unmanly, unparliamentary 
offensive in the extreme. He consid- 
ered the attack upon mugwumps a per- 
sonal attack, for he had been one. In 
the campaign of 1884 his colleague 
had.beep one of the great mugwumps 
of the day, but now he hated mug- 
wumps worse than the devil. After the 
gentleman from Massachusetts had said 
he would print the remainder of his re- 
marks there appeared a sub-heading in- 
serted by himself, containing the words 
quoted as above. He (Mr. Williams) 
wanted to know whether the rules per- 
mitted a Congressman to edit his 
speeches in the Record or have the re- 
sults as he saw them in his own mind 
blazoned to the world. It was the busi- 
ness of the Committee on Printing to 
see that such matter was not injected 
by gentlemen who had printed speeches 
that they had never uttered. 

Mr. Walker said that the headlines to 
which the objected had been 
printed by mistake. 

Mr. Richardson, of the Committee on 
Printing, said it was not in the power 
of the committee to prevent gentlemen 
from making headlines and captions for 
various phrases of speeches. 

Mr. Williams, quoting further from 
Mr. Walker’s speech, objected cto the 
declaration that the mugwumps in the 
United States Congress have ‘held 
their seats by aa deception and 
moral frauds.’’ ‘These were at the best 
unmanly words, but coming here under 
color of having been spoken, they were 
more serious.

-Mr. Williams. Yes, I do, because I 
have been one. | 

Continuing, Mr. Williams said that in 
1884 he had done himself the honor of 
breaking away from the Republican 
party. -[Democratic applause.| In 


that campaign one of the most difficult 


tasks the Executive Committee had was 


*to curb the ardor and zeal of Mr. 


Walker, who now made this attack upon 
his former associates.. He commended 
to Mr. Walker the sermon on the mount, 
to which Mr. Walker had referred in 
his ‘speech: ‘‘Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites; for ye com- 
pass sea and land to make one prose- 
lyte, and when he is made ve make him 
twofold more the child of hell than 
yourselves.’’ [Great laughter.) 

Mr. Walker said it was evident that 
Mr. Williams had arisen for the purpose 
of exhibiting himself. The idea of read- 
ing the Bible to a Democratic House 
(laughter) and the gentlemafi had to 
read; he could not repeatit. The head- 
lines to the speech to which the gentle- 
man alluded were not written in his 
manuscript, and he was surprised when 
he sawtheminthe Record. His clerk 
had put the headlines on one copy of 
the speech. By an accident, which was 
liable to happen to any one, that copy 
had been sent to the printing office. 
Mr. Walker urged that the headlines be 
taken out. The matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Committee on’Printing for 
investigation. |

DISCONTENTED ISLANDERS 


Affairs in Samoa Steadily Going 
| from Bad to Worse. 


The Chief Justiee and Land Commis- 
sioners at Laggerheads. 


Natives Desire Many Changes Made in 
the Berlin Treaty. 


Other News from the South Seas—A Mad- 
man’s Ghastly Deeds in Auckland 
—Affairs in Hawali—Several 
Vessels Wrecked.

Apia (Samoa,) March 8, via San F'ran- 
«cisco, March .18.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A serious disagreement has 
‘taken place between the Chief Justice 
and the Land Commissioners. The 
-Land Commissioners claim the right to 
decide finally all land claims that they 
may unanimously sustain, leaving the 
Chief Justice only the formal right of 
certifying them. The latter claims 
he is the,only authority on the subject 
and can reopen all cases. A meeting 
‘was held by the parties in February, but 
no agreement could be reached, and 
the commissioners, Messrs. Ormish, 
Haggard and Eggert, decided to refer 
the matters to-the three powers. 

The Chief Justice on February 24 
posted a proclamation throughout the 
islands warning the people that titles 
granted by the commissioners were not 
final. This action of the Chief Justice 
in advance of the replies from the 
etna has produced very strained re- 

ations between him and the commis- 
sioners. The scale of charges adopted 
by the Chief Justice in registering 
titles, etc., is very heavy, the cost 
being at least $12. These fees all go 
to the clerks of the Supreme Court, and 
in the aggregate will constitute a very 
large sum—over $380,000 on claims 
already filed for adjudication. The 
rates for copying are also large. A

MADMAN'’S DEBD. 


His Wifeand Children Victims of His Mur- 
derous Frenzy. 

Say Francisco, March 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

Vhen a milkman called at the house in 
the morning he was unable to arouse 
the family and opened the kitchen door 
and found Mrs. Munro’and the eldest 
boy, 6 years old, on the floorin a pool 
of b , their heads being battered in. 
The milkman saw onthe beach at the 
back of the house, attired in his night- 
clothes, the perpetrator of the crime. 
The police were calledand placed him 
under arrest. Under the bodies of the 
murdered people was found a flat-iron 
covered with blood. In front. of the 
bedroom the bodies oftwo little bovs, 
8 and 5 years of age respectively, were 
found in bed with their heads crushed, 
and in a cot near by an infant daughter 
also lay with her skull beaten in. All 
the victims were alive when found but 
soon dicu, wwh the exception of the

A BAD FAILURE. 


Ugly Features ef the Collapse of a Private 
Bank in Chieago. 

Caicago, March 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The failure of Michael 
Schweisthal, the private banker, 
loomed up today blacker than had ever 
been conjectured. Assignee Lanehart 
gave a statement of assets. and liabil- 
ities in the county court this ‘after- 
noon, placing the liabilities at $880,- 
516 and the assets at $412.882. He 
said there were $185,000 worth of 
certificates of deposit, which Schweis- 
thal is believed to hold. The startling 
announcement was made that of 
$205,888 on the schedules as jdonbtful 
and siow assets, $199,000 was due 
from the Atkinson Steel and Springs 
Works, against whom a $50,000 judg- 
ment was entered today. Besides the 
scheduled tiabilities, there isan unknown 
contingent of indebtedness of which the 
sum of $15,000 has already appeared. 
It is estimated that the assignee will be 
able to pay about 80 cents on the dol- 
lar. 


It was charged in court today thit 
Schweisthal had prefaced his dssign- 
ment by transferring considerable prop- 
erty to friends, and also that before the 
bank’s doors closed he allowed his inti- 
mates to withdraw their deposits. 
Shortly after this charge was made he 
personally appeared in court and agreed 
to appear for examination tomorrow. 

Assignee Lanéhart says Schweisthal 
claimed $25,000 due from his partner, 
Franklin, on some real estate deals, but 
the latterdenies the account. The as- 
signee said Schweisthal attempted the 
day before the failure to sell his equit 
in certain real estate to Rudolp 
Brandt. 

The affairs of Nagle & Brecher are 
connected with the defunct bank and 
an investigation of that firm will fol- 
low. 

The Jennings Trust Company was this 
evening appointed receiver forthe At- 
kinson Steeland Spring Works u»on 
application of alargestockaolder. The 
vaiue of the company’s plant is said to 
be $200,000. Schweisthal holds two 
notes for $25,000, beside which the 
company has actual liab lities amount- 
ing to $60,000. It is asserted that the 
company could have met all obligations 
but for the failure of Schweisthal’s. 


TRAINMEN’S WANTS. 


Another Grievance Committee to Wait 
Upon Southern Pacific Officials. 

‘San Francisco, March 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Another Grievance 
Committee is preparing to make a trip 
to the Southern Pacific headquarters. 


The Orders of Railroad Conductors and 
Railway Trainmen have been holding 
joint meetings in Oakland to prepare a 
new schedule of wages. The principal 
cause of complaint is on the Fresno di- 
vision. When the division headquar- 
ters were removed from Tulare to 
Fresno last spring the run of all em- 
ployés on the division was increased 
forty miles, the distance between the 
two points named. The engineers sent 
to this city and obtained extra mileage, 
but the conductors and trainmen have 
not received it, and are anxious to get it. 

Another matter is the payment of 
deadhead mileage. Itisclaimed that 
on Other roads in case a trainman in 
any capacity is sent to take the place 
of another he is allowed by the railroad 
company half mileage for the distance 
which he has to travel to reach the 
objective point.

A.Costly Improvement, but One that Will 
be a Great Advertisement for Santa 
Barbara—General News Notes 
and Personal Items.

The boulevard, or more properly speak- 
ing, “La Plaza del Mar,” is assured, and 
much is the satisfaction manifested by all. 
It will begin at the wharf on the end of 
State street and go west along the seashore 
for 2000 feet to Castillo street. This part 
of the boulevard will be 100 feet wide, with 
bulkbeads on both sides, and will be at an 
elevation of two feet above high-water 
mark. It will have a twenty-eight-foot 
sidewalk on the sea side and a twelve-foot 
sidewalk on the land side, leaving a sixty- 
foot driveway, both driveway and side- 
walk to be of asphaitum. Onthe sea side 
there will be iron ra with continuous 
seats and shade trees on both sides of the 
walk. At the end of this part of the boule- 
vard, near the bluff of Castle Rock, there 
will be a plaza, 150x300 feet, all covered 
with asphaltum, with band-stand, foun- 
tains, seats, trees, flowers and all things 
that beautify a plaza.. ee 

From the Castle street poimt and at the 
end of the 100-foot boulevard there will 
be adriveway built along the bluff and 
around Castle Point, soas to give access to 
the beach beyond, which is one of the best 
on the coast, thus giving a drive along the 
beach from the wharf to Goleta, a distance 
of nine miles. From the wharf where the 
boulevard commences, going east. of State 
street, a forty-foot drive running in an 
easterly direction will be made as far as 
Milpetas street on the sand hill; said drive- 
way to be covered with six inches of earth. 
It will run along the race-track, This will 
make an artificial driveway along the beach 
abouttwo milesinlength.

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 
Boy Run Over on San Fernando 
| Street. 


Injuries Infliieted Which Caused Death 
ina Few Minutes. 


The Old Story of Attempting to Board 
a Moving Train. 


Carl Callahan the Name of the Victim—A 
Sad; Scene at the Reoetving Hos- 
pital—Griof of the Boy's 
Parents. 


_ Another frightful accident took place 
yesterday afternoon ata few minutes 
past 5 o’clock. This time a little 
eleven-year-old boy named Carl Calla- 
han, who lives with his parents on Rail- 
road street, near the San Fernardo de- 
pot, was the victim of the cruel car 
wheels and his remains lie mangled and 
cold in the morgue at Orr & Sutch’s un- 
dertaking rooms on Spring street. 

It is the same old story of a boy chas- 
ing a moving train or street car tosteal 
aride. Parents and children have been 
warned time and again, and yet it seems 
impossible for youngsters who live 
within hearing of railroad trains and 
street cars to keep from chasing out 
and jumping on them, when they know 
that they are taxing big chances. 

At a few minutes past 5 young Calla- 
han was playing near the viaduct on 
Sar Fernando street when. a Southern 
Pacific freight train came in from the 
east. The boy at once gave up all 
other amusements and started for the 
slowly-moving train. 

He soon overtook the rear car and 
made a dash for the iron steps, fully de- 
termined to steal a ride. e boy had 
gone throfigh the same performance a 
number of times before, and he was 
confident that he would be successful 
this time. He missed his footing, how- 
ever, in a few seconds, and at the same 
time he became confused and fell to the 
ground. 

Several men who happened to be on 
the sidewalk atthe time realized the 
boy’s terrible danger instantly and 


called to the engincer to slow down, 


and he did so as soon as possible, but he 
was too late, for before the wheels of 
the heavy train had ceased to revolve 
poor little Carl was beyond human aid. 

His body passed under the wheels as 
soon as he‘lost his footing and the 
wheels passed over his right leg and 
mangled itina frightful manner. and 
instantly after the same set of wheels 


poet over his groin, cutting him almost 
two. 


The engineer seemed to realize almost 
immediately that something terrible 
was taking place under histrain. He 
reversed his engine as soon as possible, 
but not soon enough, for the deadiy 
wheels had accomplished their work; 
and poor little Carl, who only a mo- 
ment before had been fuli of life and 
playfulness, mangled, bleeding 
mass on the rails. 

Several gentlemen and the trainmen 
who witnessed the horrible accident 
rushed to the boy’s assistance and were 
surprised to find him still alive. The 
police patrol wagon was sent for as 
soon as possible, and the little sufferer 
Was removed tothe receiving hospital 
at once. 

At the -he was attended by 
Drs. Bryant, Murphy and Weldon, 
who were in waiting. The doctors 
did all in their power to save 
the boy’s life, but they could do 
nothing but make the sufferer’s death 
as easy as possible. He died at 5:45 
o’clock and his body was removed to 
the morgue at once. 

A few minutes before the little fel- 
low breathed his last Rev. Mr. Collins of 
the Railroad Street Church reached the 
receiving hospital in company with the 
boy’s father. A most pathetic meeting 
took place, and the heart-beroken father 
had to be removed from the hospital by 
main force. 

As near as can be learned at this time 
no blame can be attached to the rail- 
road company, as the boy ran out from 
the sidewalk after the engine had 
— and attempted to jump on the 
train.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Important Question of Over- 
land Fruit Rates 


Will be Discussed at the Coronado 
Meeting Monday. 


Passenger Agents Who Cherish Their 
Ticket Commissions. 


They Admit That Eastbound Rates are in J 


Danger of Demoralization—Gen- 
eral, Localand Personal 
Meution. 


Some of the passenger agents in Los 
Angeles are very much exercised over 
the fact that rates eastbound are being 
cut below tariff,a fact which was re- 
lated in this paper yesterday. They 
are painfully aware that the rate cut- 
ting is going on, and fearthat the re- 
sult of the disclosure will be another 
abolition of ticket commissions. All 
the roads out of Los Angeles—except- 
ing, perhaps, the Santa Fé—are now 
paying ticket commissions, which the 
scalpers divide with the traveler, to 
effect a profit for one anda saving for 
the other. Asa result the brokers cor- 
ral all the business that isin sight, 
and would get more if the num- 
ber of available passengers were 
greater. The Santa Fé road enjoys 
some advantages in making rates to 
certain Eastern points not enjoyed by 
competing lines, even against the com- 
missions of the latter. The Santa Fé 
claims the right to make rates to meet 
the cuts which are effected on the tick- 
ets of the commission-paying roads and 
promises to make things exceedingly 
lively if the rate-cutting is persisted in. 
In the meantime the passenger agents for 
the various roads which serve as links 
of transcontinental lines are working 
hard for whatever business is in sight 
and using commissions to the best ad- 
vantage, hoping the while that the rate- 
cutting will not go to such excess as to 
once more cause these valuable per- 
quisites to be curtailed. | 

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL ASSOCIATION.

Committee at Coronado next Monday will 
be an important one, witha large attend- 
ance Of overland representatives. One 
subject to be discussed will be that of 
fruit rates to Easterncommon points.

Citras Frait Culture. 
{San Francisco Chronicle.] . 

A bulletin just issued by the Census 
Bureau on the subject of fruit and nuts 
makes an excellent showing for Califof- 
nia, inasmuch as it explains that this is 
the only State that is making real prog- 
ress in the line of citrus fruit culture. 
This bulletin shows that California has 
26,520 acres of bearing trees and 
plants, which is just about twice the 
acreage of eighteen months ago, while 
there has been, very little planting of 
orange trees in WMorida since 1886, the 
vear of the severe frost. The bulletin 
estimates that there will be an output 
of at least 10,000,000 boxes of 
oranges a year from California before 
the close of the present céntury. 

but oranges are not the only product 
to which this bulletin refers. It says 
there isevery reason to believe that 
within a few yearp the figs, olives, 
lemons and nuts of California will rival 
in value her wondrous crops of oranges. 
The value of the orange crop is put 
down at $2,271,616, and if we can do 


| as well with the products named the

Lemons should be a profitable crop in 
California if they can be produced equal 
in quality to theSicily lemon, and it is 
claimed that they can. For the year 
ending Juhie 80, 1891, the imports of

SCHWATKA AND PARTY IN 
STRANGE WATERS. . 


*ecend Letter from the Explorer—Pen 
Pictures of Advexnture—Moantain Goat 
for Luneh—A Deserted Indian Vil- 
lage—A Melancholy Spectacle.

Tanxovu Rrvepr, Alaska, May 29, 1891. 
—When the morning of May 26 broke 
somewhat clearer, an. I had a good view 
ofthe mouth of the Tahkourriver and u 
its valley. | was wonderfully surpri 
at the extent of the stream that I had 
‘nferred was one of comparatively small 
proportions. It was here fuily a mile 
n width and seemed to hold this 
‘sfar as the eye could reach up the 
stream. Before a week had passed I 
was forced to acknowledge that the 
(‘ahku river was one of the great 
streams of Alnaka and British Columbia. 
There was a halt dozen glaciers withina 
va‘lius of a few miles of us, while all 
the high hill-tops around were covered 
¢vich snow and foe, from which more or 
ess perfect glaciers fow down every 
rorge and gully. Truly, it was an 
sight, and one calculated to

frighten a novice, who probably, would 
assume that theinterior was yet worse 
and correspondingly harder to travel.
